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The June report of the Savannah cot- 
ton exchange includes one hundred and 
tweive replies from fifty-nine Georgia 
counties, These replies state that the 
weather since May 15th has been dry 
avd generally favorable; thatthe stands 
are good and the plant looks vigorous;

er; that the crop is clean and well work. 
ed, but rain is needed in some localities. 

Twenty nine replies from thirteen 
Florida counties are substantially to the 
game effect. In the early part of the 
season, lice retarded the growth of the 
plant, but this pest disappeared without 
doing any material damage, The plant 
is small On account of the dry weather, 
but it promises to be well fruited at the 
bottom, Which furnishes the principal 
part of the crop. 

The Augusta exchange reports sixty- 
seven replies from twenty-eight counties. 
The weather in this district bas been 
favorable, and the stands are ‘‘invariably 
good and forming well,” but there are 
no blooms. Forty-eight of the replies

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MUSIC WITHOUT HANDS. 


An Etectrieal Machme That Reads 
Notes and Piays an organ with 
Two Hundred Fingers. 


{Correspondence New York Tribune. ] 
PHILADELPHIA, June 11.—The acme 
of machine music appears to have been 
attained in an ingenious invention just 
perfected by Messrs. Schmoele, of this 
city, which was exhibited last evening in 
Horticultural hall to a few invited guests. 
The apparatus reads notes and plays upon 
an organ with absolute correctness of time 
and touch, the only assistance given it 
by the operator being to feed in end 
of a roll of music and start the machinery 
in motion. Organs have been played by 
electricity before, but the only part per- 
formed by the electric fluid bas been to 
transmit the power from a distant bank 
of keys to open the valves of the instru- 
ment. Such an electrical organ has been 
exhibited in London for some time past. 
In the Schmoele instrument the electric 
current is endued with a seeming ‘intelli- 
gence, and distinguishes the notes in the 
same way that a blind man does—by 
feeling, Marvelous as this appears at 
first thought, it is simple enough. The 
score is written on a iong roll of stout 
paper by cutting holes through it in the 
form of squares or parallelograms. The 
reading instrument, which is about as 
large as a sewing-machine, is provided 


each of whieh is connected by a wire 
with the pipe of the organ which it 
operates, ‘The roll of music is fed in 
over a brass tube. When the fingers rest 
on the paper no electric current is trans- 
mitted, because paper is a non conductor; 
but whenever they fall into the holes cut 
in it they teuch the brass below, the 
current is transmitted and the sound pro- 
duced. 

The lengt) of the note is governed by 
the length of the shit in the paper. A 
noiseless bellows machine, run by wind 
conducted through a pipe from the 
organ, works the feeding apparatus. To 
aid in producing orchestral effects, 
drums, cymbals, bells, etc., are added to 
the ordinary pipe organ, and operated 
by electricity in the same manner as the 
pipes. A greatly increased volume of 
sound and much richer harmonic com- 
binations can be made by this instrument 
than it is possible for a single performer 
to produce upon an organ, in consequence 
of the fact that the performer has only 
his ten fingers, while the electrical ma- 
chine has two hundred, and can strike as 
many notes at once as desired. All the 
notes on the organ that can be combined 
into a chord can be brought out together. 
The two overtures to ‘‘Semiramide” and 
‘William Tell’s were performed with 
pleasing effect. As the reading instru- 
ment is mechanically accurate, and the 
score correctly written, there were of 
course no false. notes. It was obviously 
machine music, however, but machine 
music of the highest order, and might 
readily have been mistaken for the per- 
formance of a well-drilled but rather 
spiritless orchestra. The inventors hope 
soon to apply their device to a piano.

THE NAVAL CAPTURES. 


The Savannah News has discovered in 
the ‘‘Georgia Historical Collections,” re- 
cently published, evidence that estab- 
lishes beyond a doubt the fact that the 
british powder ship was captured off 
‘Tybee on the 10th day of July, 1775 
The same evidence also establishes the 
accurateness of Stevens’ account 
of the affair, barring, of course, 
one typographical error. Says 
um extract from a letter of Sir James 
Wright, the then provincial governor, 
to Lord Dartmouth, dated at Savannab, 
July 10th, 1775: ‘‘Since Writing my Last 
of the 18th Inst. Capt. Maitland Arrivd, 
the Warlike Schooner fitted out as Men- 
tioned before went to Sea and met witb 
the Ship about 4 Leagues from the Bar 
Conducta her in & then took cut all the 
Gun Powder on Board Amounting to 
«bout Six Tons as the Capt. tells me and 
which is now in the Hands of the Liber- 
ty People here who Forcibly Hold it 
against the Owners, The Capt. is going 
to make a Protcst against them which if 
done before'the Vessel (by which this is 
to go) Sails, shall send Your Lordship 
a Copy of it for your more Particular 
Information.” The Georgia Gazette, 
that venerable pioneer of Georgia jour- 
nalism, announced the arrival of the cap- 
tured ship, Phillpa,Capt. Maitland,on the 
12th day of July, 1775. It is also pretty 
well established that the name of one 
of the commanders of the ‘warlike 
schooner” 1s Oliver Bowen, and not 
Brown, as stated by McCall. Captain 
Bowen was a delegate to the provincial 
congress then in session in Savannah, 
and doubtless led the gallant attack. 


The News urges a general centennial 
celebration of the daring naval exploit. 
Un account of the season it should be 
held at Tybee. But before it takes 
place the centennial of a prior naval 
event might be celebrated at Sunbury, 
in Liberty county, about tifty miles from 
Savannah. Our ancient predecessor, the 
Georgia Gazette, furnishes the particu- 
lars of this event also. The issue of J uly 
5, 1775-—we copy from the Savannah 
News—contained the following item of 
stirring news: ‘‘Tuesday, the 27th ult.,

And so 
another suit is likely to arise before the 
question will be definitely settled, or the 
law made sufficiently broad to cover na- 
tional bank shares beyond all question. 
It f§ only necessary to add that, for want 
of time, the tax receiver of Richmond 
was directed to enter the lists of the 
stockholders furnished by the bank offi- 
cers, without doubly taxing them; other- 
wise, returns from each stockholder 
would have been required at the risk of 
double taxation.

THE ROME BONIS. 


A committee from the city of Rome, 
and a large number of her creditors, 
representing in the aggregate about 
$200,000 of the bonds, met in Augusta 
on Thursday to consider the situation. 
The proposition of the Romans was first 
submitted by Mr. Bones —namely, to pay 
the average cost of the bunds, or 70 
cents on the dollar, in the course of 
twenty-one years. This was accepted 
by the holders ef the bonds present, 
after a lengthy discussion, with these 
qualifications: 

Ist. That the city of Rome bind itself 
from the issuing of any other bonds or 
securities, or the incurring of any other 
liability beyond the necessary expenses 
of administering the affairs of the city 
until the present. indebtedness be paid 
off 


2d. That the said city shall levy, in 
good faith, sufficient annual tax to carry 
out the compromise herein agreed to. 


This settlement seems to be satisfac- 
tory to all the parties interested under 
the circumstances. The Rome commit- 
tee went home satisfied with the result, 
and full of assurance that the compro- 
mise will be adopted by the people of 
Rome as soon as it can be legally sub- 
mitted tothem. Thirty days notice of 
the election must be given.

South Carolina Murderers Hanged. 

CHARLESTON, June 25.—Two colored 
murderers, Pennis Bunch and George 
Hardemere, were executed here to-day at 
two o'clock, The former, who was a 

oliceman, murdered John Donoghue, an 
rishman, also a policeman, last Decem- 
ber. And the latter a gardener, murder- 
ed a colored man in a country frolic last 
fourth of July. 

Both were sentenced in February last 
to be hanged April 19th. They were res— 
pited by Gov.;Chamberlain for one week, 
and Gleaves, the lieutenant governer, 
took the opportunity of a brief absence 
of Gov. Chamberlain from the state to 
grant a further respite till May 28th. 
When that day arrived, the sheriff refus- 
to execute the condemned men on the 

round that the last respite was illegal. 
They were therefore sentenced on the 
7th instant to be hung to-day. The exe- 
cution was public, and was attended by 
a crowd of many thousands, mostly ne- 
groes, among whom the most intense 
excitement prevailed. There was no 
disorder, however, but a grotesque dem- 
onstration of religious enthusiasm. Both 
men professed readiness to die and meet 
their fate. Hardemere declared to the 
last that he was unjustly condemned. 
They were hung simultaneously and died 
easily. An inquest was held by the col- 
ored coroner on their bodies, 
Return Home of the Richmond 
Commandery.

To all this I re- 
ply That I indulged with 
thousands of my countrymen, the idea 
that the presidency is a lofty and respon- 
sible position, that to be elected to that 
high office and clothed with its vast 
powers for good by forty millions, is an 
honor by the side of which uncounted 
wealth must weigh as nothing but, not- 
withstanding this high estimate, I assure 
the organ and all other like persons,

I have never written, spoken or even 
hinted that I desired, hoped, expected or 
intended to be a candidate. I assure 
them, too, that I have been so neglectful, 
not to say discourteous, as not to reply 
to letters written me upon the subject 
these imaginative onesjdeem me so in- 
terested in. Itmay soothe their anxiety 
further if I assure them that I have 
neither money nor patronage nor an or- 
gan; that Inever made a promise in a 
political life of 35 years to give a office 
or patronage to persons or presses for 
votes or influence, and that 1 never in- 
tend to do so.

« CROOKED CIGARS. 


How the Havana and New York 
Import the Cuban Arti- 
« Au Interview with an Im- 
porter who was Driven Out 
ot tne Market. 


[Chicago Inter-Ocean. ] 

The fact is now notorious that mer- 
chants. at..interior. ports of entry have 
been driven from the importation of 
certain lines of foreign merchandise 
through the inefficiency or corruption 
of the New York custom-house officials 
in permitting the entry of such mer- 
chandise at that port at undervalua- 
tions. Our investigations have been 
heretofore chiefly confined to broad 
silks and silk ribbons, In these articles 
the merthants of Chicago and other 
interior cities have been forced from the 
foreign markets, and compelled to —_ 
in New York, thus taking the ris 
of dealing in ‘‘crooked” goods. We 
charged this to be the fact six months 
0, and recently an expert from the 
reasury Department found by investi- 
gations at New York that the charge 
was absolutely true. He found that 
most of the French silks coming to this 
country are consigned to manufacturers’ 
agents, in New York, at from ten to 
fitty cent less than their foreign 
market value. The result is that honest 
importers are driven from the foreign 
markets, and the eustoms revenue is 
robbed of millionsef dollars annually. 

Conceiving it probable that this class 
of frauds exists in ether lines of goods, 
our attention has been directed to cigars. 
Cigars pay nearly or quite 100 per cent 
duty. The field for fraud is wide, and 
the temptation to cheat the revenue 
great. Heretofore there has been quite 
an extensive business done in import- 
ing cigars at this port, but of late it 
has fallen off. This fact gives rise to 
the suspicion that ‘‘crooked” cigars are 
finding ther way via New York to Chi- 
cago. Desiring to probe the matter to 
the bottom, a repaxter was dispatched 
with instructions to interview some 
prominent cigar’ déaler. The reporter 
called upon one of the oldest and most 
reputable houses in the city, when the 
following colloquy. occurred between 
the senior member of the firm and the 
‘‘Faber sharpener.’” 

“How many importing houses are 
there in this city?” the reporter asked 
by way of introducing the subject. 

‘There are six houses in the city do- 
ing an importing and jobbing trade 
equal to ours.”’ ; 

“At what time did the tobacco im- 
porting business commence in this city?” 

‘‘We were the first importers, and the 
trade commenced=during the fall of 
1870. Our business now in the import- 
ing line is not so large this year as it 
has been in previous years, simply from 
the fact that we can buy our goods a 
great deal cheaper than we can import 
them.” 

‘“‘How do you account for this?” 

‘‘We are prevented really from im- 
porting direct because there are in this 
country agents of New York houses 
which represent themselves as the gen- 
eral agents of Havana cigar and to- 
bacco manufacturers. They offer us 
goods in their line at from five to ten 
percent less than we can import them, 
and sometimes at even a greater reduc- 
tion than this. (This eflectually de- 
stroys the importigg branch of our bus- 
iness, because we could not compete 
with them by buying direct.” 

‘‘What is the character of the trade 
thus carried on?” 

‘‘In New York there are ten firms 
who carry on the legitimate importing 
business. We receive prices-current 
from them. We, knowing that we can 
purchase our stock at so greater a dis- 
count, offer them an equivalent figure, 
but they can hold out no inducements, 
because their lowest prices are much 
higher than those at which we can pur- 
chase from these agents of Havana 
houses. We can buy in Havana as 
cheaply as they can. We receive their 
prices-current, and desiring to order a 
short line of goods, we try to purchase 
of these straight houses, and when we 
offer from three ~to five per cent under 
the price-current, they will not entertain 
our offer, because there are not sufficient 
profits in the goods to warrant it. We 
have had goods offered by agents from 
five to twenty cent less than we buy 
them in New York.” 

‘What is their mode of operating in 
the market?” 

“The agents of these Havana houses 
come here and offer in the first place 
+ their gogdis at f ive to tee per Gent 
less than the goods can be bought in 
New York, and then we put in our bid, 
which is usually from five to ten per 
cent under theirs. Such bids are al- 
ways accepted. These agents come 
here, three ind four at a time, repre. 
senting diflerent houses. They are trav- 
eling agents. This underselling busi- 
ness was commenced about a yeur ago.” 

“If you can get these goods so much 
cheaper, do not the importers like to en- 
courage this trade?” 

“No. We don’t want such business 
built up. It ruins the legitimate im- 
portations. We want all houses to con- 
duct.their business fairly and be on an 
equal footing. No merchant can im- 
port cigars if this practice is continued.” 

“How is it possible fu: these agents 
to offer their goods at Jess prices than 
the regular importers in New York?” 

‘‘Under the present system of invoic- 
ing goods they save at least twenty-five 
per cent ad valorum on what undervalu- 
ation there is. Goods worth $70 per 
1,000 are sold at $50, and on lots of 
5,000 cigars the government loses $25. 
Suppose there are three or four houses 
of this kind. They would do one-hal: 
of the business of this country. The 
result would be, after the practice has 
been carried on for some time, that the 
trade would be confined to these firms, 
and the government would be defrauded 
of a percentage of revenue equal to the 
percentage of undervaluation.” 

“If it is possible to pass goods in New 
York at such an undervaluation, is it 
not possible to make the undervaluation 
still greater?” 

‘*Yes; these houses will, after a while, 
be compelled to do it. They will get 
into competition with each other, and 
it won't be | ag before there will be no 
importing done =e country outside 
of these New York houses, and they 
will be continually engaged in cutting 
the throats ef oneanother. If one case 
can be undervalued, the next case can 
be undervalued still more, and the 
authorities at Washington will never b: 
the wiser.” 

“Have you ever had goods worth $70 
per thousand oftered for $50” 

‘*Yes we have, time and time again.” 

‘Do these men operate in New York 
also?”

‘“‘No, they confine their operations to 
the West. If they tried ther practice 
in New York cit they would be found 
out. .Their field is altogether confined 
to the larger cities of the South and 
West. Uutside* of New York there 
are no houses aempting this kind of 
business, but then they do not make 
an effort to sell to New York merchants.” 

“*What brands of cigars are offered in 
this way?” 

‘‘They are the regular factory cigars, 
but under brands unknown to the mar 
ket. This they do in order to cover up 
their tracks,”

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EARTHQUAKE AT SEA. 


The Rumbling of the Elements Off 
Bat badoes—The Expefiecce of 
a Boston Ship. 


(N. ¥. Sun, June 21.] 

The ship Hamilton, of Boston, lay at 
her pier ia Brooklyn yesterday, a picture 
of nautical neatness. First Officer Hill, 
a fine-looking, brown-faced, brown-mus- 
tached young man, clad in the popular 
sailor garb of snowy shirt and blue trows- 
ers, walked the deck. ‘‘We reached 
here yesterday,” siid he, ‘‘after a voyage 
of 129 days from Manila, with 44,000 bags 
of sugar. On the 4th of June, about 
three o’clock in the morning, 1 was 
standing aft, near the wheel, in charge 
of the vessel. We were then not far 
from the Island of, Barbadoes, in latitude 
19° 16’ north and longitude 57° 51’, and 


running in a light trade wind, blowing 


about four knots an hour. The water 
was as smooth as the river here. Sud- 
denly the ship entered asea running dead 
ahead, which was so heavy that it pitched 
the water through the hawse pipes and 
threw spray over the bow. For ten or 
fifteen minutes the ship pitched in this 
sea, and then there came a heavy, rumb- 
ling sound, as if fifty barrels were rolling 
over the deck. I hurried forward, ex- 
pecting to find everything loose; but 
there was not a thing wrong. This 
rumbling continued five or ten minutes 
longer. The ship trembled and shook 
exactly as if she were bumping over & 
sand bar, and the sea ran heavier and 
heavier. . Then there was a heavy shock, 
as if the ship had run square into that 
dock there, and then everything was 
quiet. The rumbling noise stopped, the 
sea became smooth, and the ship went 
on all right.” 

‘It’s not a very unusual thing,” said 
Capt. Ross, “to experience earthquakes 
near the equator, between 20° and 30° 
west longitude: but I never before heard 
of one as far west and north as we then 
were.

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Amehe, Queen of Greece.

Tne death of Amelie, ex-Queen of 
Greece, has been the subject of talk in 
diplomatic circles of late. She was 
born in 1818, and-was the eldest daugh- 
ter of the late Grand Duke of Olden- 
burg, Paul Frederick Auguste, When 
eighteen years of age she was married 
tv Otho, second son of King Louis of 
Bavaria, and who, seventeen months 
later, upon attaining his majority, took 
the reins of government in Ureece, and 
was crowned King of that classic king- 
dom. The marriage between these peo- 
ple was remarkable in that that the 
King wasa Catholic and the Queen 
Protestant; if children were born they 
were to be rearcd in the faith of the 
Orthodox Greek religion. Amelie was 
endowed with remarkable beauty, and 
possessed intellectual faculties of the 
first order, so that by her mind she re- 
tained those admirers whom her grace 
attracted. She was received by the 
Greeks with enthus‘asm, and was 
throughout the stormy reign of her hus- 
band the most popular and efficient of 
the two. If King Otho had possessed 
the Queen’s capabilities, he had remain- 
ed King, and Amelie, who was “every 
inch a Queen,” had died in the palace 
at Athes instead of the retreat at Bern- 
bourg. She liked the Greek costume, 
and wore it often, as it enhanced her 
brilliant beauty. She was fond of dash 
and gaity, was an accomplished horse- 
woman, drove a spirited pair in Athens, 
sometimes venturing out in the coun- 
try as far as her large farm, where she 
experimented in such rural pursuits as 
the limitations of the palace garden 
would not permit. In the summertime 
she rang for her maid at 3 o’clock in 


the morning, and a half hour later was | 


galloping on the Phaleres route to take 
a bath in the Archipelago. She swam 
like a Nereid, and never tired. After 
her mid-day breakfast she mounted her 
horse again fer a gallop. She was as 
fond of dancing as riding, and at the 
court balls her attendants were not un- 
frequently obliged to beg her for grace; 
they were quite out of breath! She 
never had a maid of honor who could 
endure the active life of the Queen, and 
in making the attempt to to!low her, 
grew so thin that they very soon beg- 
ged to be excused from retaining their 
position at court. Buty with al} her 
vivacity, the Queen busied herself with 
various public labors. She instituted 
be.evolent institutions, and improved 
greatly the streets aud public buildings 
of Athens. ‘Their reign came to an end 
in 1856. She had po children, which 
led her to say, after her wrthdrawal to 
Bernbourg. “If I had been a mother
